This action is in response to the request for reconsideration filed on 7/27/05. 
As per applicant's request claim 1 have been amended. 

As per applicant's request claims 1-20 has been considered but they are not persuasive. 
Claims 1-20 stand rejected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent. 

Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Brett Mclaughlin 
"Java & XML" 2 nd edition, Pub. by O'Reilly & Associates, Sebastopol CA, 2000 and 2001. 

Regarding claims 1, 8, 13 and 18 

Brett Mclaughlin teaches, 
a first definition data field defining the first data structure as a first namespace, the first 
definition data field including a common name portion and a unique identifier portion wherein 
the common name portion is associated with the first namespace and e the unique identifier 
portion is associated with the first namespace, the common name portion being configured to 
identify the first namespace in a human-readable manner the unique identifier portion being 
configured to distinguish the first namespace from other namespace (page 19-20, 1 st paragraph 
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"XML namespaces. . .", 2 nd paragraph "the first is considered. . . .", page 20, 1 st paragraph to 3 rd 
paragraph). 

Regarding claim 2 

Brett Mclaughlin teaches, 
the first definition data field for the first namespace further comprises an element configured to 
indicate that the first namespace may be changed (pages 78-79, 1 st -4 th paragraph, pages 137- 
140, -1 st paragraph, "an important.. .." And page 484-485, 3 rd heading "Namespace class 
handles...). 

Regarding claims 3-6, 7, 9-12, 14-17, 19 and 20 

Rejection of claims 1 and 2 are incorporated and further claims recites limitations from claims 1, 
2, 8, 13 and 18, therefore claims 3-6, 7, 9-12, 14-17, 19 and 20 are rejected under same rationale.
